Professors of Agricultural 
College of the University of 
Manitoba specializing in weed 
control and eradication, have 
made compilations indicating 
that loss to Western Canada 
farmers through weeds amounts 
to $179,200,000 annually,

acientific investigation concern. 
ing weed eradication, Reeog- 
nizing the need for such a study 
of the weed problem, the elev- 
ator men undertook to raise 
the funds necessary for the sur- 
vey. ‘This work has now been 
proceeding for the past three 
years and the results of inves 
tigations of these Professors 
has been turned over to the 
Northwest Grain Dealers,

Corn | Growing 


During 1933 it was found that 
corn withstood the drought, 
high temperatures and grass- 
hopper 
most crops, In some districts, 
farmers who did not thresh a 
bushel of wheat, harvested fair 
yields of grain (corn) and fod. 

In many cases it 
was noticed that while oats, 
barley, grass and alfalfa were 
almost completely destroyed 
with grasshoppers, corn on an 
adjacent field was hardly touch.

chewan where about 50 p.c. of 
the wheat crop was destroyed 
very little damage was done to 
corn, In southern Alta, and 
Saskatchewan more corn could 
be grow» for feed and for seed. 
Now is the time to obtain good 
seed and plan to grow some 
during the coming summer.

In an address delivered recently at Watrous, Sask., Professor Swanson 
of the University of Saskatchewan, said he could see signs on the horizon 
of a return to economic sanity, but “fear is in the way’. He said: “Inter- 
national fear, political fear, biological fear, fear of Japan, economic fear. 
Life is overshadowed and overclouded with fear, The time has now arrived,” 
he added, “to take place of leadership in our country, in overcoming these 
tears, On the Western plains there is no place for this fear.” 

Then in the United States we have Bruce Barton, one of the most 
observant and sanest writers of the day, pointing out that the economists 
seem pretty well agreed that the bottom of the depression has been reached 
and passed and that business is fundamentally better all over the world, 
while of his own country he says it is now in the position of a sick man on 
his way back to health; that while a great many medicines are being ap- 
plied, some of which probably help the patient’s recovery and some of which 
hurt, the important fact is that health is returning, and that the country 
can stand a considerable dose of patent medicines without permanent harm, 
and that when the country is really healthy it will throw the patent medi- 
cine bottles out of the window, discharge the most radical doctors, and go 
on its way. 

Bruce Barton, however, points to two very important things for people 
to remember and heed. It is, he says, vitally important to keep an open 
raind. Things never again are going to be the same as they were; on the

It ig undeniably true that fear is the great obstacle to a return to more 
normal conditions throughout the world.

cated paraphernalia of war establishments. It is fear that leads nations to 
erect hostile tariffs against the goods and products of other nations. It is 
fear that is keeping untold millions of money locked up instead of it cours- 


ing through all the channels of business and providing work and wages for | 


countless thousands at present unemployed. It is fear that is distorting the 
rinds of people and making them the easy victims of others who preach the 
gospel of discontent and despair. 

Fear never makes for progress. Being destructive of constructive 
thought and initiative, it acts as a brake on progress, preventing the 
launching of new enterprises, discouraging expansion and furthert<terclop- 
rents. Through the engendering of timidity and lack of self-confidence, 
tear leads man to withdraw into himself and behind isolation protective 
devices wherein he cowers but does nothing else. In a word, fear makes 
him a coward with a coward’s outlook on life and its responsibilities. 

It is the future of which most people appear to be fearful. They decline 
to recognize and accept the. lessons and experiences of the past as having 
any bearing upon or offering any guide for the problems and experiences of 
the present. Instead, in their fear, they say present difficulties are differ- 
ent from anything ever before known, and consequently neither thy nor any 
other person or persons know what to do or what ought to be done, 

So, in their fear, they will not take actions which would not only 
accomplish something but would inspire others to action, and the cumulative 
effect of which would be a solving of difficulties. Work would be provided 
for hundreds and thousands of people now idle if others having some re- 
serves would take their courage in their hands and proceed to have this, 
that or the other little job done which demands attention, But, no, they 
will not venture even a small expenditure and thus they retard progress 
and help to perpetuate a condition of things which, if continued, will mean 
their own ruin. 

Wise parents seek to overcome fear on the part of their children. They 
do it judiciously but persistently because they realize that the obsession of 
fear is the greatest possible handicap in life. Wise leaders of the Canadian 
people in all walks of life should join forces in waging war on fear which 
now possesses so many, and they should join battle with those who are

Central Bank May Not Have Elas- 
ticity Of Finance Act 
Present and future ministers of 
finance will have a fairly rigid ad- 
visory body to “aid” them when the 
new Central Bank is established and 
operating. But those of them who 


are individuals may find, in moments | 


of crisis, that the central bank will 
hamper them in working out the best 
solutions of emergency situations. 

During the war, Sir Thomas White 
gave Canada’s affairs a financial 
direction that was masterly. He 
sought and obtained advice from the 
best possible sources but having no 
permanent advisory body to bother 
him he was not tied down to con- 
formity to their prejudices and red 
tape. 

Likewise, the Finance Act to-day 
has an elasticity about it that greatly 
helps the Minister of Finance in 
meeting the country’s financial prob- 
lems. 

There is a classic story about the 
Westerner to whom Sir Sam Hughes 
offered a commission, The war mini- 
ster asked this man if he wanted to 
join the infantry or the cavalry. The 
reply was “The infantry. When we 
get into trouble I don’t want to be 
hampered with no horse.”

Worse Than Pestilence 


Alarming Increase In Number Of 
Motor Car Fatalities 

That the automobile is a destruc- 
‘tive and death-dealing machine is 
again indicated by the appalling 
jnumber of fatalities in the United 
| States due to motor accidents. Fig- 
ures compiled by an insurance com-| 
pany show that 29,900 Americans 
were killed in auto mishaps last year; 
and while this is only a small in- 
crease over the total for 1932, the 
| dismaying fact is revealed that the 
death list was proportionately a good 
deal higher. 

Thus it is pointed out that the 
death ratio of fatalities to the num- 
ber of accidents has increased nearly 
six per cent., and that the increased 
number of deaths occurred despite 
the fact the total auto registrations 
;and gasoline consumption had 
dropped, 

The annual death toll exacted by 
the motor car both in Canada and 
the United States should occasion 
serious thought. If some pestilence 
were sweeping the country we would 
organize all our forces to check it. 
We should not sit idly by and accept 
the frightful auto death toll as one 
of the inescapable hazards of modern 
life.

Unsinkable Lifeboats 


Many Devices Used Make Them 
Expensive To Build 

“Wonder-boats” is a description 
that has possibly not yet been ap- 
plied to the craft of the Royal Na- 
tional Lifeboat Institution, yet it is 
not inappropriate. In the Institu- 
tion’s fleet are boats that can free 
themselves of water as rapidly as it 
comes on board. They can keep 
afloat when every one of the water- 
tight, compartments has been dam- 
aged and open to the sea. 

If capsized they can right them- 
selves and empty out all water in 25 
seconds, and in the case of motor- 
propelled boats, continue running 
when the engine-room is flooded. : 

I was given these facts when I 
talked to Lieut.-Colonel C, R. Satter- 
thwaite, secretary of the Royal Na- 
tional Lifeboat Institute, about the 
boats that during the last few days 
have saved many lives from the fury 
of the easterly gales, states a Lon- 
don newspaper special representative. 
I also learned how it is that a boat 
full of water can immediately empty 
itself, 

“On the bottom of most boats in 
our Fleet and on the sides of some 
of the latest models,” said Colonel 
Satterthwaite, “are relleving valves 
or scuppers. These only allow the 
water tc pass one way. As fast as 
the sea fills the cockpit of a lifeboat 
{t is automatically emptied out at the 
bottom or sides. That is perhaps not 
the most remarkable feature of life- 
boat construction. 

“Not many people know that a 
lifeboat can have twenty koles knock- 
ed in each side, and yet still be able 
to go on with nar work. This ig due 
to the fact that a lifeboat is divided 
into from seven to fourteen water- 
tight compartments, and has from 
70 to 160 air-cases, These air-cases 
made ber practically unsinkable, 
and a Loat can be kept afloat by 
these even when each of the water- 
tight compartments is open to the 
water. In view of these devices it is 
hardly surprising, perhaps, that the 
modern motor lifeboat costs from 

3500 to £9,000,”

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Takes Title 


From Montreal 


Last Year Vancouver Was Canada’s 
Leading Grain Port 

The port of Vancouver succeeded 

last year in wresting the title of 


“Canada's leading grain port” away | 


from Montreal. Montreal held undis- 
puted sway until a few years ago. 
Practically all the grain from the 
great granaries in the west went 
east by train or boat, 
some went via Buffalo and on to 
United States Atlantic ports, or went 
through other eastern Canada ports, 
the bulk passed through the Montreal 
elevators, Certainly Montreal had no 
other rival in Canada. 

Of recent years, however, Van- 
couver has been developed as a grain 
port and favorable freight rates have 
been given by the railroads over the 
Rockies. The result has been the 
‘gradual advance of Vancouver in im- 
portance as a grain shipping port. In 
1932 Vancouver shipped 105,006,925 
bushels of grain overseas, 
slightly under the Montreal figures. 
Last year, with European shipments 
down, and added competition from 
new elevators in the East, Montreal 
shipped only 56,013,870, while Van- 
couver handled 68,828,024 bushels. 

Vancouver in this race has had the 
advantage of a growing trade in the 
Orient. But there hag been develop- 
ment in the matter of shipments to 
Europe, to West Indies, India and 
Africa, via the Panama Canal. It 
costs less to ship cargoes to Europe 
via the Panama Canal than it does 
to send it across the prairies by rail 
to the head of the Great Lakes and! 
all the way to Montreal or by water | 
from the head of the lakes to Mont- | 
real, This was demonstrated last | 
year when a total of 1,116 deep sea | 
vessels entered the port of Van- 
couver, representing 13 different na- 
tionalities. British ships led with 
441, United States ships totalled 233, 
Japanese 164, Norway 102, Sweden 
28, Danish 37, German 42, French 21, 
Dutch 24, Italian 15, Belgian three, 
Panama four and Jugo Slav one. 
There were also 1,458 foreign coastal 
vessels and 13,302 local coasted ves- 
sels passed through the First Nar- 
rows, making a total, including deep- 
sca and coastal ships, of 15,885. 

Vancouver, of course, has things 
pretty much its own way on the 
Pacific coast as far as ports are con- 
cerned, but its prestige cannot be 
denied.—-St. Thomas Times-Journal.

Telephone Can Be Greatly Improved 
Opinion Of English Scientist

Monks In Middle Ages 


At ‘work on the marvellous stained- 
glass windows for Liverpool Cathe- 
dral, Mr. J. H. Hogan has just shown 
me round -his studios, and told me 
how colored glass is made, writes a 
‘Yit-Bits man, 

“I think we can claim,” he said, 
“that the windows for the great cen- 
tral space of Liverpool Cathedgal, 
will surpass in size and color any 
stained glass of the past.” 

And yet in the main the method 
of making these windows is much 
tne same as that employed by the 
monks in the Middle Ages. The 
craftsmen made_ glass, 
“pot-metal” as it is called, in red, 
blue. green, yellow, purple, brown, 
and white, the chief colors made to- 
day. Like the present workers, these 
monks a’so made glass that was 


{colored all through or white-coated 


with a color “flashed.” 

It was known in the fourteenth 
century that oxide of silver will stain 
glass yellow and that by means of 
the application of hydrofluoric acid 
you can clean color off flashed glass 
and show the white beneath. So 
that the worker can have three tints 
on a single piece of glass if he wishes. 

“A stained-glass window is not a 
picture painted on glass,” Mr. Hogan 
explained, “but art of an entirely dif- 
ferent kind. The sun produces the 
picture which assumes a_ thousand 
forms as the light changes. The win- 
dows, built up of jewel-like pieces of 
g ass, provide the color for the sun's 
polette. For two hundred years the 
art of designing windows and of mak- 
ing the colored glass was lost, until 
the Whitefriars Glassworks, in the

Grower An Early Start 

With flowers, variety and continu- 
ity of bloom are sought.

| Little Journeys In Science 


ELECTRIC FISH 
(By Gordon H. Guest, M.A.) 
Fish which carry electric charges 


powerful enough to render their 
enemies unconscious are found in 
certain parts of the ocean and in 


some tropical rivers, These fish are 
equipped with “electric organs", re- 
sembling plates of a battery, which 
in some cases produce illumination 
and in others merely give the fish 
power to give off electric shocks. 
Luminous fish give off light in vari- 
ous ways. One variety of fish has 
lights arranged along the sides of its 
body, giving it the appearance of an 
ecean liner at night. Another has a 
lantern suspended before its nose. 
The light given off is mostly blue 
and green in color and is said to be 
very luminous, at times resembling 
a flame. 

The electric eel, one of the most 
interesting of the electric fish, does 
not give off light. It has two op- 
positely charged electrical organs 
running along its back which pro- 
duce a continucus current from head 
1 to tail, and make the eel capable of 
giving off powerful electric shocks.

Medical inedvakee Plin 


Alberta Commission Investigates 
Possibilities of State Medical 
Service 


An ultimate $10,608,000 municipal- 
ized medical insurance scheme for the 
province is recommended in a report 
tabled in the Alberta legislature by 
a commission named in 1932 to in- 
vestigate the possibilities of a gen- 
eral medical insurance plan. 

For frontier districts the commis- 
sion recommends a state subsidized 
doctor who would be assisted by a 
nurse. In some of these sections a 
purse might suffice, the report says, 
with a travelling clinic available for 
minor surgery. 

The body also reported that it is 
“of the opinion that the existing 
schedules of fees for surgical and 
specialized services is too high.” 

For the present the commission 
recommends an expansion of the Al- 
berta public health programme, more 
especially in the control of tuber- 
culosis, extension of public health 
nursing service, and a re-establish- 
ment of a travelling clinic service for 
those parts of the provinces where a 
similar service is not provided.
